You can probably borrow a demonstration motor from one of your auto dealer 
friends. Week in advance of opening, you place it on stage and demonstrate. First 
you spiel on plot of film and how gasoline substitute is used in picture. Then you go 
on to say that formula for this is almost complete—and although it isn't ready for the 
market yet, you have a supply of it on hand for demonstration purposes. You exhibit 
a small bottle of the supposed stuff and then ask for volunteers to step on stage to 
see that you are only using water in motor. The lad who reaches the stage first is 
your stooge, who says that what you're pouring into the motor is really water (but 
between the both of us, it's gasoline). Then you step on gas, and off motor goes. 
It’s not necessary to deceive your public. Tell ‘em that you’re re-enact- 
ing scene from film. 


MOTOR IN LOBBY 


Small gasoline motor can be set up as lobby display. Arrange hidden tube to drain 
water that you put into it when you make your periodic demonstrations during day. 
Of course, there is real gas in tank but folks won't know it. Sign tells ‘em that motor 
is being started with gasoline substitute. 


GAS STATION TIE-UP 


Gas station can plug film by bannering front with copy reading: "Play Safe. Do Not 
Rely On Gasoline Substitute as Seen in 'HOT MONEY’ Now at the Strand Theatre 
—But Use Atpacit Gas for More Mileage per Gallon." 


FREE MONEY HANDOUT SERIAL NUMBERS ON BILLS 


decked out in afternoon formal finery and 


whisked around town in a smart limousine. At 
busy corners chauffeur steps out and opens 
door for-his exit. Then smoothie starts spieling 
about show and hands folks fake money or 
heralds. Each act should be short and sweet. 


SMOOTHIE'S SHOW SPIEL 


Know guy who's endowed with gift of gab? 
Hire him (shouldn't cost much) and dress him 
in formal afternoon clothes from top hat to 
white spats, including Ascot tie, and set him 
out front spieling about show in Floyd Gib- 
bons' rapid-fire manner of talking.

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For a novel lobby contest, you could take 
down the serial numbers of ten $1 bills daily, 
and announce via lobby, front and heralds that 
10 serial numbers of $1 bills which are handed 
out as change from your box-office will be 
posted on a lobby board daily. Holders of 
bills are to bring them to lobby day of open- 
ing and compare them with numbers posted. 
Lucky number holders see film on pass. 


MONEY TREE BALLY 


A trip out into the 
woods will net you a 
small tree that should 
look like the one in il- 
lustration. All you do 
is to pin load of fake 
bills all over tree and 
then put it out in front 
of theatre. Passers-by 
see the money-laden 
tree and then sign,

If 
you can get him at your price, set him up on 
stage or in lobby doing hocus-pocus turns fea- 
turing above trick. While he goes through this 
one he refers to it as "'Hot Money", and also 
dishes out film info. 


USELESS INVENTION GAG 


You might run a contest via lobby or cooper- 
ating newspaper for the silliest suggestions for 
inventions . . . patterned on the Rube Gold- 
berg impractical invention idea. This is sug- 
gested by a sequence in film in which an in- 
ventor works on a gadget so that you can take 
a shower with your clothes on. Passes are 
awarded to best ten goofy inventions sug- 
gested daily. 


FAKE MONEY DISPLAY 


Fill receptacle with pile of fake dough. Bills 


available from the Economy Novelty Co. will 
do the trick. Sign attached tells ‘em it's ''Hot 
Money’.

Just Can’t Cheat 
On Camera Angle 





Every film player does his or 
her share of “cheating” during the 
course of a day’s camera work, 
but Joe Cawthorn, the veteran 
character comedian, is perhaps 
Hollywood’s only exception to the 
rule. 

Cawthorn, who is playing a lead- 
ing role in the Warner Bros. pro- 


duction, “Hot Money”, which 
COMES: CO’ EDRs aecareng ieee Theatre 
OM-s.5-cscsoectvareenttnse , simply can’t and 


won’t cheat. He either plays on 
the square or not at all. 

“Cheating”, in the parlance of 
the motion picture sound -stage, 
consists of pretending to look at 
someone off-scene who actually, be- 
cause lights or cameras occupy 
the space on which the other play- 
er’s eyes are focused, is some dis- 
tance from that point. 

This is particularly true of so- 
called “close-ups”, when the mo- 
tion picture camera is focused up- 
on one of a group of players in a 
scene. The other players, during 
the progress of the scene, are 
merely “off-stage” voices. 

As a consequence of this prac- 
tice, the instructions, coming from 
director or cameraman,“ cheat your 
look a little’, are heard many 
times each day on every motion 
picture set. 

During the production of “Hot 
Money” at Warner Bros. studios 
the camera was on Cawthorn for 
his close-up in a scene with Ross 
Alexander, Beverly Roberts and 
Paul Graetz, the celebrated Ger- 
man actor recently imported to 
Hollywood. 

“Now cheat your look a little 
toward the camera,” Director Wil- 
liam McGann instructed. 

Cawthorn tried, but blew his 
lines in the middle of the scene. 

“Tt’s no use,” he commented. 
“T’ve tried dozens of times, but I 
just can’t cheat. I’ve got to look 
at people I’m talking to or I can’t 
talk.” 

McGann promptly changed his 
camera position so that Cawthorn 
could “play square”.
